Fleming H. Revell Co. will publish shortly, 
under the title, “ Pew Rents and the New Testa¬ 
ment,” the address recently delivered before the 
Presbyterian Social Union, of Philadelphia, by 
Robert C. Ogden, in advocacy of voluntary giv¬ 
ing in preference to pew rents. Dr. J. R. Mil¬ 
ler, author of “ Week-Day Religion,” will con¬ 
tribute an introduction. They also announce 
that “ Christ in the Gospels, or, The Life of Our 
Lord in the Words of the Evangelists,” hitherto 
published by Charles Scribner’s Sons, will here¬ 
after bear the Revell imprint. 

T. B. Peterson & Bros, have in press a new 
8vo edition of Samuel Warren’s ever-popular 
“Ten Thousand a Year,” with illustrations on 
the cover of Gammon, the cool and plotting law¬ 
yer; Tittlebat Titmouse, the poor clerk who was 
left the fortune of $50,000 a year, and other im¬ 
portant characters. This novel has now been 
dramatized and will probably become well known 
to theatre-goers in its new form, and cannot fail 
to tempt them to get at all the good material 
from which the dramatist has chosen the most 
salient points. 

The Cassell Pub. Co. have just issued “Im¬ 
pressions of Italy,” by Paul Bourget, the diary of 
a long excursion made in the autumn of 1890 
through Tuscany, Umbria, the Marches, Otran¬ 
to and Calabria, by a novelist who is neither an 
archaeologist, an art critic, a political economist, 
nor a politician, but a keen observer and delight¬ 
ful reporter; “ My Ladies’ Dressing-Room,” 
adapted from the French of Baronne Staffe by 
Harriet Hubbard Ayer, who furnishes an intro¬ 
duction to this array of secrets of a lady’s toilet; 
and two new novels in the Sunshiii' Series : 
“The Angular Stone,” by Emilia Pardo de Ba- 
zan, translated by Mary J. Serrano; and “Renee 
and Colette,” by Debut Laforest, translated by 
Mrs. Benjamin Lewis. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish at once 
Edward Whymper’s long-expected book, “Trav¬ 
els Amongst the Great Andes of the Equator,” 
which was announced last fall, but which they 
were unable to issue at that time ; also, a volume 
of poems by Sir Edwin Arnold, many of them 
never heretofore published, to be called “ Poti- 
phar’s Wife, and Other Poems.” They have 
in press a new “ Handbook of Greek Archaiol- 
ogy” (profusely illustrated), dealing with vases, 
bronzes, gems, painting, sculpture and architect¬ 
ure, by A. S. Murray, Keeper of Greek and Ro¬ 
man Antiquities, British Museum; “ The Gover¬ 
nor. and Other Stories,” by George S. Hibbard, 
combing of the best short stories contributed by 
this writer to the magazines during the last few 
years; a new volume by Professor H. H. Boye- 
sen, entitled “ Essays on German Literature; ” 
“Across the Plains, with Other Memories and Es¬ 
says,” a collection of new essays by Robert Louis 
Stevenson; and “The Dead Nymph, and Other 
Poems,” a book of verse, by Charles Henry Lll- 
ders. After a long delay Baedeker’s “ Upper 
Egypt” has at last been published in English, 
and is imported by Charles Scribner’s Sons. It 
will be welcomed by all interested in that sub¬ 
ject, whether travellers or students, for it is one 
of the most careful and accurate books upon the 
valley of the Nile ever written.

THE AMERICAN CATALOGUE, 1884-90, 
COMPLETE. 

We are pleased to be able to announce that the 
long-expected fourth and concluding part of 
“ The American Catalogue, 1884-90” is at last 
ready, and will be supplied at once in sheets, and 
early next week the copies ordered in half morocco. 
Though the delay in issuing this work has seemed 
to many unnecessarily long and vexing, we feel 
certain that in a short time it will become ap¬ 
parent to all that they are amply repaid for their 
waiting and annoyance. The American book 
trade is now in possession of a reasonably com¬ 
plete record of books, issued in this country from 
1820 to July 1, 1890, beginning with the four 
volumes of Roorbach, which reach into 1861 ; 
and Kelly, who takes up Roorbach’s work and 
carries it forward to 1871. 

Undoubtedly valuable as these pioneer works 
were, “ The American Catalogue” of 1876, the 
Centennial year, was the first adequate American 
trade bibliography, embracing in its first vol¬ 
ume of a thousand pages author-and-title entries 
of all books in print and for sale in this country at 
that date, and in its second volume of five hun¬ 


dred pages, subject entries of the same books, 
and other features. 

“ That great work,” as pointed out in the pref¬ 
ace of the new volume of the Catalogue, “ found¬ 
ed and edited by Frederick Leypoldt, became 
his monument, for the loss and strain consequent 
upon this undertaking had much to do with his 
sudden and too early death. It required several 
years of labor on the part of the compilers, and 
when the last set was sold, at double the original 
price, the cost had been $27,622.46, and the re¬ 
turn $27,321.21, without reckoning any compen¬ 
sation to its editor. It is a sad commentary on 
his self-sacrifice, that in many library catalogues, 
and in the Allibone supplement, the work to 
which he gave his life is not even entered under 
his name, but under those of the compilers of 
the individual volumes. 

“ That work, developed from the organization of 
The Publishers' Weekly office, became the lounda- 
tion of permanent American trade bibliog¬ 
raphy, and it maybe fairly said that the system 
of which The Publishers' Weekly record is the be¬ 
ginning, and the American catalogue the crown, 
is now the most complete presented by any nation. 
The original scheme provided for successive vol¬ 
umes of The American Catalogue, covering ap¬ 
proximately periods of five years each. The 
present work is the second of these volumes* 
It covers the period July 1, 1884, to June 30, 
1890, and endeavors to answer any questions as 
to books published in America or imported in 
editions within that time. 

“ The growth of American publishing and of 
trade bibliography is shown by the fact that the 
author and title alphabet in the present work 
covers 582 pages as against 444 pages in the 
previous volume, and that it includes approxi¬ 
mately 28,000 books and 37,000 entries for the six 
years as against 22,000 books and 30,000 entries 
for the eight years preceding. 

“ It was remarked in the preface to the pre¬ 
vious volume that completeness in bibliography 
is an ig?iis fatuus that eludes even the closest pur¬ 
suit and the most painstaking accuracy. That 
wise remark has not prevented the editor from 
attempting the very pursuit which he had con¬ 
demned. With the increasing effectiveness of the 
bibliographical methods of The Publishers' Weekly > 
defects and omissions became all the more evident 
from within, and instead of pursuing the original 
plan of confining the Catalogue solely to the en¬ 
tries in The Publishers' Weekly and bringing it out 
in a minimum of time, we unwisely attempted to 
obtain from publishers the information necessary 
to make the work approximately complete. That 
attempt, which has of course been but partially 
successful, has been the cause of great delay aud 
of largely increased outlay, probably also of di¬ 
rect pecuniary loss in sales. This experience 
gives the more reason to emphasize to publishers 
the absolute necessity of providing adequate 
record data at the time of the publication of 
each book which they issue. The Publishers y 
Weekly record, from week to week, should be 
absolutey complete and correct, but it cannot be 
made so without such co-operation on the part of 
publishers. 

“ Despite the delays necessitated by the en¬ 
deavors to fill gaps and obtain missing bibli¬ 
ographical data from publishers, the body of the 
work was put at the service of subscribers who so 
desired, with reasonable promptness, by its issue 
in parts, two constituting the author-and-title 
alphabet, and a third the subject alphabet. 
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“ The delay in the final issue of the work as a 
complete and bound volume, which has called 
forth something very like abuse from some im¬ 
patient subscribers, has been due wholly to the 
desire of the editor to include in each volume of 
The American Catalogue, a new feature which 
distinctively widens the field of American bibli¬ 
ography. These features, he trusts, meet the 
approval of the bibliographical public, even at 
the expense of delay—for there is no other re¬ 
turn for them. In the previous volume; a plan 
for a brief record, or systematized check-list of 
U. S. Government publications was the feature 
■in point. That record has been continued on the 
same lines in the present volume, and it is now 
really an adequate presentation of Government 
literature during the period of the catalogue, 
since every department and bureau of the Govern¬ 
ment, with a single exception, co-operated 
heartily in the preparation of the list. 

“ The new feature of the present volume is the 
Jist of State publications, which attempts for the 
first time the bibliography of the publications of 
the several States of the United States, which in 
many departments, as the State Geological Sur¬ 
veys, Bureaus of Statistics, Railroad Commis¬ 
sions, etc., are of first importance. It is the de¬ 
sire of the editor to build up from this basis an 
adequate bibliography of State publications from 
the beginning of the States to the present 
time, provided sufficient co-operation can be 
secured. 

“ The list of Publishing societies has been 
made with the co-operation of the Smithsonian 
Institution, the Harvard College Library and 
one of the staff of the Boston Public Library, 
and this also is practically a new feature. The 
Publishing societies have become so important 
an element in American literature that the very 
great labor required in compiling this appendix 
in its present shape seemed necessary and worth 
taking. 

“ The list of Books in Series extends in this 
volume to 400 entries, about double the number 
in the previous volume. It was the desire of the 
-editor to complete this feature by including un¬ 
der each entry short titles of each volume in the 
series, but the expense and difficulty made this at 
present impracticable. 

“ There remains to be worked out in future 
volumes the bibliography of privately printed 
books, very important but very difficult to ob¬ 
tain ; and of municipal (city) publications, 
which, however, would be so numerous, so 
difficult to reach, and comparatively so unimpor¬ 
tant, that at best only the most important cities 
should be attempted.” 

The continuation of this volume will be found 
in the “ Annual Catalogues ” of 1890 (from July 
1), 1891, and succeeding years, which give in one 
alphabet the full-title entries and descriptive notes 
from The Publishers’ Weekly, in another an 
author-, title-, and subject-index by short title, and 
in a third division the issues of the year by pub¬ 
lishers ; in the “ Trade List Annual,” with its 
index to the books of the earlier half of each 
year; in the monthly index to the books of the 
month, by author, title, and subject, printed peri¬ 
odically in The Publishers’ Weekly, and final¬ 
ly in the “Weekly Record,” given week to week 
in our journal, which is the original record entry 


at the foundation of American trade bibliog¬ 
raphy. 

The scheme for the publication of a General 
Catalogue of American Publications of the Nine¬ 
teenth Century is again referred to. The cost of 
such a work would scarcely be less than $50,000, 
and might exceed $100,000. Efforts will be made 
to procure subscriptions for 500 guarantee copies 
at $100 each from libraries, publishers, the lead¬ 
ing booksellers, clubs, private collectors of books 
and others. If there is promise of reasonable 
support for the undertaking preparations will be 
begun next year for the collection of material. 
As planned, the work would make several thick 
octavo volumes, ranging with the “ Trade List 
Annual ” volumes. Two of these at least would 
be devoted to main entries by author and title: 
one to subject entries, one to Government publi¬ 
cations, and a fifth to State publications, books 
issued by societies, books in series, etc. The 
main entries should be issued in 1902 and 1903, 
and the whole work completed in 1905 or shortly 
after. 


We are now at work gathering material for 
the Spring Announcement number of The Pub¬ 
lishers’ Weekly, which we hope to issue on the 
19th or 26th of March. We ask publishers to 
mail us as soon as possible information they may 
be ready to give of books that are to be published 
by them during the spring season, giving full 
title, size and price as well as descriptions of the 
work in hand, as far as practicable. These 
special announcement numbers have now a recog¬ 
nized value as guides for the bookseller to the 
publishing seasons in the spring and fall, and pub¬ 
lishers will find it to their interest to supply us 
with prompt and full information. Advertising 
copy for this issue should also reach us at the 
earliest possible moment. 


We are asked under what circumstances a 
copyright renewal is granted, especially with 
respect to enlarged editions. After the lapse of 
the first period of 28 years, a renewal can be had 
only by the author or his direct representatives, 
and if the renewal is not taken up at that time the 
right to publish becomes public property. If, 
however, a new edition revised or enlarged, that 
is, including new matter, has been printed since 
the date of the original work and specially copy¬ 
righted, a renewal can be had for the new por¬ 
tions, but those only, at the expiration of the 28 
years from the date of the copyright of the new 
portion. In this last case, a publisher could 
print the original edition after the expiration of 
the original copyright or its renewal, but could 
not include the new matter. 
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THE VIRGINIA BOOKSELLERS’ ASSO¬ 
CIATION. 

The Executive Committee of the Virginia 
Booksellers’ Association met in Richmond, Tues¬ 
day, February 9. After transacting considerable 
routine business, Petersburg, Va., was selected as 
the place, and June 28 and 29 as the time for hold¬ 
ing the next annual meeting of the Association. 

The question: Shall we have an Interstate As¬ 
sociation ? was freely discussed. The committee 
decided “ that such an organization would result 
in mutual good to publisher, bookseller and book- 
buyer,” and to this end we cordially invite two 
representatives from each State Association now 
organized, or that may be organized by that 
time, to attend our annual meeting for the pur¬ 
pose of discussing and devising plans for organiz¬ 
ing such an association if it is decided to be prac¬ 
tical at that time. 

The details of our annual meeting were left to 
the members of the Association in Petersburg; as 
soon as they report I will send you the pro¬ 
posed outline of business, topics, hours of meet¬ 
ing, etc., including time for taking up the ques¬ 
tion of forming an Interstate Association, for 
the guidance of such members of the trade as 
may wish to attend. 

As we consider our move one of great interest 
to publishers, as well as booksellers, we earnestly 
invite suggestions and help from them in forming 
such an association ; in fact, we should be glad to 
have from any member of the trade suggestions 
in connection with such organization. 

When we look back and see what has been 
accomplished by one State Association in the 
short time that we have been organized we feel 
confident of the future bringing forth more fruit 
whether we form an Interstate or National Asso¬ 
ciation 1 or not. 

We know that we cannot accomplish such or¬ 
ganization at once, but believe it will surely come, 
as our State Association came in spite of the 
growling and many predictions of failure made 
when our city organization sought to widen its 
field by taking dealers throughout Virginia; still 
we did succeed in organizing a State Association, 
and it is stronger to-day than at any time since 
we organized. We now feel confident that the 
National Booksellers’ Association is only a ques¬ 
tion of a short time. 

We will soon see it started, backed by such a 
large portion of the trade that its success and 
permanent life will be assured ; for if our plans are 
adopted for its guidance it will benefit all con¬ 
nected with books, publishers, retailers and the 
buying public.

FOUR PRIVATE LIBRARIES OF NEW 
YORK. 

Messrs. Duprat & Co. are to be heartily 
praised and congratulated upon their taste and 
liberality as displayed in the production of this 
charming and delightful volume.* The frontis¬ 
piece is a splendid reproduction in six colors 
of a Trautz-Bauzonnet mosaic binding, which 
makes a striking picture. Had we any criti¬ 
cism to offer regarding the making of the vol¬

ume it would be to think it a mistake to print 
wood-cuts on thick Holland paper. They do 
not show to advantage on this paper and while 
not injuring the general appearance of .the vol¬ 
ume do not by any means add to its beauty. 
But after all this is a minor point, and we receive 
the book as a whole with thankfulness and grati¬ 
tude. The binding is a pretty one of brown 
silk. Of the literary merits of “ Four Private 
Libraries of New York” there may be different 
opinions. It has one refreshing character—and 
that is boldness. Mr. Du Bois asserts that, 
among other people, Brinley collected books 
“ like coins,” meaning, we suppose, that no advan¬ 
tage was derived by their possession. We think a 
coin-collector would vigorously resent the par¬ 
allel, but even accepting Mr. Du Bois’ standard 
of comparison we are unable to agree with him. 
Of Grolier, Hoym and Maloli, he says, and in 
small caps : “ They did not know the art of 
bookbinding; they were not lovers of 
books ; perhaps they were lovers of bibliomania. 
Not a book of their libraries derived an advan¬ 
tage from having been, in their possession.” 
This is bathos pure and simple. Mr. Du Bois 
stultifies himself by reproducing a “ Grolier 
binding that is really beautiful, and indeed nearly 
all the illustrations in his book, of beautiful 
bookbinding, have as a groundwork a pattern of 
a decidedly Grolieresque character. Mr. Du 
Bois asserts that “ a collection shall be perfect in 
its smallest details.” Why, then, quarrel with 
Mr. Brinley ? His collection, so far as was hu¬ 
manly possible, was perfect in its smallest de¬ 
tails. It has remained unrivalled. Our author 
laments the period of the French Romanticists. 
“ Their literature was exactly the reverse of the 
literature of to-day. It was independent. The 
most laborious writer could not dispose of more 
than two novels a year, and he sold them for a 
few hundred francs, but these books were his 
life, his imagination of a poet, all his conceptions 
and all his dreams. To-day the public pays, and 
consequently commands. The publisher has the 
right to say * this style of love ’ or * this style 
of assassination ’ does not please my customers. 
In the time of the Romanticists the public had 
no voice in the matter, because it bought no 
books. There was nothing to prevent a poet 
from writing ‘ Notre-Dame de Paris’ or ‘ Ma¬ 
demoiselle de Maupin ’ when he wished and how 
he wished, if he had the ability.” This sounds all 
very fine, but unfortunately it does not accord with 
facts. The author of to-day is the most delight¬ 
fully independent man in the world. To say that 
because the public fosters art, art shall deteriorate, 
is nonsense. The cry of the “ good old times” 
is always a favorite one, but just as surely un¬ 
founded, unjust and insupportable. In spite of 
the public and the publisher there have managed 
to exist and prosper such men as Tennyson, 
Lowell, Whittier, Hawthorne, Matthew Arnold, 
Swinburne, besides a score of others. Against 
these names Mr. Du Bois puts Sand, de Vigny, 
Barthelemy, Mery! We venture to - say the 
“Scarlet Letter ” is worth more than all the books 
that de Vigny or indeed the others ever wrote. 
But*outside of France there is nothing, according 
to Du Bois. He says: “At the Biblioth&que 
Nationale, in Didot’s Report for the year 1844, 
appears the name of a bookbinder who deserves 
an epic poem. He had the heroism to exhibit a 
volume on the edges of which an artist had 
painted a picture, visible when the edges were 
shown slantwise.” Twenty years before the date 
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above, such pictures were well known and com¬ 
paratively common in England. 

Speaking of Cobden-Sanderson, Mr. Du Bois 
says: “ Be does not deign to bind a book which he 
does not like.” This is a common mistake. We 
are pretty safe in saying that Mr. Cobden-Sander¬ 
son will bind anything for which he is well paid. 
At least we know he bound for an American 
book seller a blank book to be used for writing 
visitors’ names in! 

The balance of Mr. Du Bois’ book is a harm¬ 
less catalogue and gossip, no doubt very pleasing 
to the gentlemen whose libraries are described 
and lauded, but of very little interest or value to 
the general public. 

It will puzzle the reader and uninitiated to find 
out whose are the four libraries described in the 
book. After a long search they seem to be those 
of Mr. C. Jolly, Mr. Avery, Mr. G. B. de Forest, 
and that of another gentlemen who prefers to 
remain anonymous. He is, we believe, Mr. V. 
Blaque. It must not be forgotten that all these 
libraries are described, not on account of the 
library value, beauty or rarity of the books, but 
solely on account of their bindings. 

The impression left on the author’s mind by 
one of the collections described was of “ stair¬ 
ways of ruby, arches of sapphire, under which 
run rivers of melted gold, ladders of jade to skies 
of rock crystal, and statues cut out of giant dia¬ 
monds, holding in their transparent hands torches 
•of pink light!” The preface by Uzanne, in 
French, is a rhapsody in keeping with the general 
tone of the book. Unfortunately the author has 
not thought an index a sine qua non of a well- 
made book. 

It seems very difficult for a man to write a 
book about books and not to make those conver¬ 
sant with the subject wish he had done it better 
or left it alone. Dibdin, whom it is the fashion 
to sneer at, remains king of all of them, and so 
far as the signs of the times go, is likely to hold 
the position for a long while.

In the certificate, 
however, the book is described as an “ enlarged 
edition,” so that the new copyright may be on 
the additional portion; but it is also described as 
an edition published by Houghton, Mifflin & Co., 
and as this firm was not in existence 28 years ago, 
the renewal must have been granted before the 
expiration of 28 years.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Gen. George W. Cullum died February 28, 
in New York, aged eighty-three years. He was 
the author of “ Military Bridges with India-Rub¬ 
ber Pontoons,” “ Register of Officers and Grad¬ 
uates of the United States Military Academy,” 
a translation of Duparcq’s “Elements of Military 
Art and History,” “ Systems of Military Bridges 
of the Campaign and Engineers of the War of 
1812-15 Against Great Britain,” “ The Struggle 
for the Hudson ” during the American Revolu¬ 
tion, in “ Narrative and Critical History of the 
United States,” and numerous historical, geo¬ 
graphical and biographical papers. 

Emilie Flygare Carlen died recently in 
Stockholm, Sweden, aged eighty-five years. 
Beginning as an authoress in her thirty-first 
year, with a novel entitled “ Waldemar Klein,” 
which published anonymously was a great suc¬ 
cess, she followed it with others until she con¬ 
tributed a library to the world’s stock of fiction. 
The books enjoyed a great vogue in Sweden, and 
were translated into most European languages, 
rivaling in popularity those of Miss Bremer. 

Edmund Collins, a well-known journalist and 
writer, died in his thirty-eighth year, in New York, 
February 28. He was a Canadian by birth. He was 
the author of several historical works, the prin¬ 
cipal of which were: “ The Life and Times of 
Sir John Macdonald,” “Canada Under Lord 
Lome” and “ Canadian Biography.” He came to 
New York in 1886, and was editor of the Epoch 
until 1889, when he took charge of a newspaper 
syndicate. 

H. C. Clarke, a well-known Southern book¬ 
seller, died in Vicksburg, Miss., February 17, 
aged sixty-six years. Mr. Clarke was a citizen 
of Vicksburg for about forty years, and before 
the war and for years after, was a prominent 
business man and proprietor of a large and pros¬ 
perous establishment called “ The Southern 
Bookstore.” Years ago Mr. Clarke retired from 
business, and was succeeded by the present firm 
of Clarke & Co., of which his brother, J. B. 
Clarke, is a member. He was of a modest and 
retiring disposition, devoted to his business, and 
prompt in the fulfilment of his obligations. He 
leaves a wife, two daughters and five sons.

LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The I. H. Brown Pub. Co. will publish in 
April the second volume in the Brown Library , 
•entitled “ Freeburgers,” a novel by Denton J. 
Snider. 

Under the title “ Street Types of Chicago,” 
Max Stern & Co., of Chicago, publish Sigmund 
Krausz’s very interesting collection of photo¬ 
graphs taken from real life. The selections 
have been made with rare intelligence and 
humor. 

The New York News Co. have recently put 
upon the market a novel and interesting game, 
entitled “ U. S.” It is in the form of a map of 
the United States, with sockets to receive the 
pins with which the game is played. Each State 
is marked with either red or blue numbers of the 
electoral vote belonging to it, the red numbers 
being Democratic, the blue Republican. After 
playing the game each player counts to himself 
the number of each State in which he has won a 
majority of pins. The colors of the numbers are 
given according to the last presidential election, 
and the game offers an easy method of instruc¬ 
tion as to the relative value of each State as re¬ 
gards population. 

The Philadelphia Times will publish in May, 
in book form, the popular article on Lincoln by 
Col. A. K. McClure, now being published in a 
number of newspapers in this country. The 
title of the work will be “ Abraham Lincoln and 
Men of War-Times.” Col. McClure’s contribu¬ 
tion to Lincoln literature is not in any sense 
either a life or biography of the great Lincoln, 
but seeks more to throw side-lights on his per¬ 
sonal character from a reminiscent standpoint. 
Col. McClure knew Lincoln well, as he did the 


men who came in closest personal contact with 
him, and it is the personal side of Lincoln, rather 
than the official, that many have seen in these 
articles, and more will see when they are brought 
together between book-covers. A series of pe¬ 
culiarly valuable portraits of the men mentioned 
in the articles will accompany the book. 

Chas. L. Webster & Co. announce that they 
are about to issue the Fictio?i , Fact and Fancy Se¬ 
ries, to be edited by Arthur Stedman, and to be 
composed of attractive little volumes of essays, 
correspondence, fiction, monographs and poetry, 
chiefly by American authors, to be published at 
regular intervals. The first number of the series 
will be a collection of Mark Twain’s most enter¬ 
taining sketches, entitled “ Merry Tales, by 
Mark Twain; ” the second volume will be “ The 
German Emperor and His Eastern Neighbors,” 
a collection in book-form of Mr. Poultney Bige¬ 
low’s various articles, treating of the Emperor’s 
boyhood and education, his army, his course and 
policy since accession and the condition of affairs 
on the Russian and Roumanian frontiers, all of 
which information has been obtained by the per¬ 
sonal observation of the writer. A selection 
from Walt Whitman’s “ Leaves of Grass ” will 
be No. 3 of the series, and will be entitled “ Se¬ 
lected Poems from Walt Whitman.” The 
fourth volume, “ Don Finemondone: Calabrian 
Sketches,” will introduce to the public for the 
first time in book-form Mrs. Elisabeth Cavazza, 
whose tales of Italian life have received consider¬ 
able notice. Although an American by birth 
and descent, Mrs. Cavazza has long been deeply 
interested in Italian matters. They have just 
published “ The Flowing Bowl,” a book contain¬ 
ing full instructions how to prepare, mix and serve 
liquors, by William Schmidt, well known to New 
York men-about-town as “The Only William,” 
and acknowledged to be an expert on the subject 
of “ mixed drinks.” Beginning with the history 
of wine, beer, alcohol, tea, coffee and water, the 
author gives a discussion on physiology and diet, 
then upon the composition of drinks and their 
adulteration, and presents several hundred re¬ 
cipes for the concoction of punches, mixed drinks, 
ratafias, liquors, etc., prefaced with advice as to 
when and what to imbibe. 


Passmore & Alabaster, Mr. Spurgeon’s pub¬ 
lishers, are credited with a report that they have 
a sufficient stock of his sermons on hand to last 
at least twelve years. As a rule only one sermon 
per week has been published, while Mr. Spur¬ 
geon preached three, all of which were reported 
verbatim. 

Otto Harrassowitz, Leipzig, will be the pub¬ 
lisher of a very important subscription work on 
German and Italian incunatfbla, which will be 
brought out in twelve parts, under the general title 
of “ Monumenta Germanie et Italiae Typographi- 
ca.” This work will show the developments in 
Germany and Italy of the art of printing by a 
series of reproductions of carefully chosen sam¬ 
ples, dating from the invention of the art to the 
end of the fifteenth century. The selection of 
these samples and the accompanying text has 
been entrusted to K. Burger, of the Leipzig 
Book Trade Museum, and the mechanical execu¬ 
tion is under the supervision of the Imperial 
Printing Office. Each instalment will consist of 
twelve plates, dated and signed by the printers 
of Germany, and showing every type in use dur¬ 
ing the period covered. The Italian section will 
deal chiefly with the work of German printers, 
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who introduced the art of Gutenberg into that 
country. The plates will be printed on specially 
prepared paper, and the latest improvements in 
reproduction will make this part of the work 
nearly perfect. Owing to the difficulties encoun¬ 
tered in the production of certain plates, it will 
be impossible to publish the work in chronologi¬ 
cal order, but careful collation will make this an 
unimportant matter in the end. The work will 
be of great importance for collectors and libra¬ 
ries, and also for all disciples of Gutenberg. It 
is planned to finish the undertaking in two or 
three years. The subscription price is 20 marks 
per part, and the publishers propose sending out 
a sample part very soon. 


NOTES ON CATALOGUES. 

Charles Our, Cleveland, O., will publish 
shortly “ A Bibliography of Card games and of 
the history of playing cards,” compiled by Nor¬ 
ton T. Horr. This list contains over 1300 titles 
of works treating of card games or throwing his¬ 
torical light on the use of playing cards, and the 
compiler believes his lists of Hoyle’s, Seymour’s, 
Cotton’s, etc., to be complete, having had the 
privilege of using the manuscript list of Mr. 
John G. White, of Cleveland, O., whose collec¬ 
tion of treatises on games, including chess, is 
nowhere surpassed, and the lists of many private 
collectors and publishers of card-books. The 
bibliography is especially complete in English 
and American card-books, but it also includes 
many hundred French and German publications, 
besides the leading works in Swedish, Dutch, 
Norwegian, Danish, Italian, Spanish and other 
languages. It contains, among others. 7*65 
Whist titles, 33 Pole titles, 7S Hoyles, 38 Dicks, 
46 Hombre books, 53 Academie des jeux. Only 
250 copies will be printed, of which 230 will be 
for sale.
